Databases contain African American records 

The Louisiana Slave Database contains 99,419 records and 
114 fields and is part of the “Databases for the Study of Afro- 
Louisiana History and Genealogy 1719-1820,” compiled and 
published by Dr. Gwendolyn Midlo Hall. This resource for 
Louisiana and Florida contains a plethora of information con- 
cerning the transfer, enumeration and manumission of slaves in 
Louisiana and parts of Florida. Each record represents an indi- 
vidual slave who has been described in these documents and 
includes a variety of information, such as inventoried estates of 
deceased slaves. : 

Another database, The Louisiana Free Database, records 
documents involving manumissions of slaves. It contains 4,071 
records. With the exception of the slave trade shipping, it con- 
tains all of the fields found in the Louisiana Slave Database as 
well as some additional fields. 

It is likely that most people and/or families that lived in 
Louisiana through 1820 will be mentioned regardless of race or 
status in one or both of these databases. They were created 
almost entirely from original manuscript documents found in 
archives and courthouses throughout Louisiana, France, Spain 
and Cuba, and from holdings at the University of Texas at Aus- 
tin.

More about the noble leek 
from Dr. McCoy 


Walt McCoy, Ph.D. has more about Cock-a-Leekie, 
which was mentioned in the August/September issue. Dr. 
McCoy stated the leek was originally domesticated in the 
Far East. It came to the Mediterranean with the Scythians, 
who established trade and settlements all the way from 
China to Britain. (Brae Taen - “Tin Mountain”) These 
people became known as Phoenicians (also as Kelts) in 
the Mediterranean, and settled and mined tin in the Isles 
to blend with Egyptian copper to produce bronze. 

Scot comes from “Scota”,.a daughter of a Pharaoh, 
who married an Irish prince in order to cement this trade. 
She was an ancestor of Kenneth MacAlpin of the Scotti 
clan, who changed the name of the land from Alba 
(Phoenician meaning “white”, probably referring to the 
chalk cliffs) to Scotland. 

They brought many things to the western world, not 
least of which was noodles! People around the Mediter- 
ranean were enjoying noodles with olive oil and leeks long 
before Marco Polo (tomatoes came from Central America 
much later). They also probably mixed in some chicken 
at times, after the Phoenicians brought chickens (Guinea 
fowl) from South Africa. The Scythian/Phoenicians also 
brought the horse, and the earliest ancestor of our alpha- 
bet.

Society member Lyric 
Todkill was the overall winner 
at the 2002 George Sheriff 
Amateur Invitational Piping 
Competition in Hamilton, 
Ontario this past fall. 

The event pitted twelve of 
North America’s most com- 
petitively successful amateur 
pipers of 2002 across three 
events: Piobaireachd; March, 
Strathspey & Reel; and 6/8 
March. For his aggregate win

There are only two 
Invitationals of this caliber in 
North America, George 
Sherriff in Canada, and Nicol 
Brown in Connecticut.

Robert Burns Lives! 


G. Ross Roy's Library

I recently met a most re- 
markable and charming man, 
G. Ross Roy, with a most re- 
markable Robert Burns library. 
I can identify with the man and 
his books, his passion and love 
of books, and of Burns in par- 
ticular. This story began in 
1892 . when Charlotte 
Spriggings wrote in a book 
containing the writings of Rob- 
ert Burns to “her friend”, W. 
Ormiston Roy. These two later 
wed, and in 1958, G Ross Roy, 
their grandson, inherited the 
Burns collection of his grand- 
parents. 

“This extensive collection, 
acquired from Professor Roy 
through a generous gift-pur- 
chase agreement in 1989, is 


now widely recognized as 


among the best anywhere...” 
The G. Ross Roy Collection of 
Robert Burns, Burnsiana & 
Scottish Poetry was formally 
transferred to the University of 
South Carolina (USC) at a re- 
ception on Burns Night in 
1989. One of the joys of visit- 
ing the G. Ross Roy Collection 
is the opportunity to view a first 
edition of Poems, Chiefly in 
the Scottish Dialect (1786) 
known lovingly by all 
Burnsians as the Kilmarnock 
Burns. { recently saw that one 


had sold for $60,000, much. - 


more money than the poet, 
who died penniless, begging 
friends for the loan of a few 
pounds, could have earned in 
a hundred lifetimes in his day. 
There were 612 Kilmarnock 
copies printed by John Wilson 
in 1785, all in paper wrappers. 
Approximately 60 copies are 
known to exist today and gen- 
erally will be found in institu- 
tional libraries only. 

This work is so important 
that I must digress and tell you 
that it is the only book of po- 
etry written by Burns. Famous 
authors today constantly write 
best-selling books over and 
over. Burns wrote only one 
book and became Scotland’s

most honored poet in the

country. It is important to un- 
derstand an equally-important 
fact about Burns’ book. In 
1787, an Edinburgh edition of 
the book was published for 
subscribers totaling about 
1,500 copies. The publishers 
soon realized a larger run 
would be necessary, and the 
book was reset, bringing the 
total number to around 3,250 
copies. One can tell the differ- 
ence between these two 
“states”, as they are called, by 
two words - “skinking” and 
“stinking” found in Address to 
a Haggis. In the first state, the 
word “skinking” was used by 


the author in the line, “Auld. 


Scotland wants nae skinking 
ware”. In the second state, the 
words were reset as “Auld 
Scotland wants nae stinking 
ware”. (Underlining and bold 
print are mine.) Skinking sim- 
ply means “watery”, and all of 
us can figure out the reset 
word. 

On a personal note, I’ve 
just returned from “Auld Scot- 
land” and a tour of Burns coun- 
try the proud possessor of the 
“skinking” Edinburgh first edi- 
tion to compliment the “stink- 
ing” London edition that I ob- 
tained through eBay sometime 
back. 

Thus, with the original Roy 
collection having been enlarged 
five times by Dr. Roy from 
what he inherited, the Thomas 
Cooper Library at USC has 
become the most prominent 
Burns center in the United 
States. It is a major interna- 
tional center for research 
across the broad range of 
Scottish literature and has been 
proclaimed the best Burns col- 
lection in North America. In the 
August/September 2003 issue 
of The Family Tree (page 13), 
Dr. Roy writes in the “Robert 
Burns Lives” column that the 
Cooper Library “... is the best 
collection of such printed ma- 
terial outside of Scotland and 
the British Library in London.” 
This worldwide renown and 
honored Burns scholar should 


















know. He has spent an illustri- 
ous Career studying and teach- 
ing Robert Burns at the univer- 
sity level. Yet, it only takes a 
few minutes in his presence to 
know his humility is as genu- 
ine as his scholarship. 

Briefly, books in the Tho- 
mas Cooper Library now num- 


_ber over 3.2 million volumes 


and it regularly ranks in among 
the top 40 public university 
research libraries in North 
America. The Roy Collection 
exceeds 5,000 volumes of 
Burns alone; Scottish literature 
holdings in Special Collections 
exceed 12,000 volumes or 
items. The library contains the 
works of major and minor 
Scottish writers from the Re- 
naissance to present day. Along 
with those of Rebert Burns, 
you will find works of other 
18th and 19th century writers 
- Ramsay, Beattie, Blair, 
Fergusson, Macpherson 
(“Ossian”), Currie, Cromek, 
Johnson, Thomson, Carlyle, 
Stevenson and Hogg. Even ear- 
lier authors like John Scot 
(1637) and James Watson 
(early 1700s) cannot be over- 
looked. In addition, you will 


_ find Burns’ works in various 


languages - Norwegian, Span- 
ish, Italian, and Polish - with 
some individual pieces trans- 
lated in Russian and French. 
And the list goes on. There is 
no possible way to do justice 
with this all too short introduc- 
tion to the G Ross Roy Col- 
lection at USC’s world re- 
nowned Thomas Cooper Li- 
brary. 

In addition, there is a W. 
Ormiston Roy Memorial Fel- 
lowship available to an annual 
visiting scholar for five weeks’ 
research in the Scottish litera- 
ture collections at USC. “Roy 
fellows have come from five 
Scottish universities, Canada, 
Italy, and the U.S. Proposals 
are reviewed once a year, with 
an application deadline of Janu- 
ary 31.” Kenneth Simpson of 
the University,.of Strathelyde ...

pottish feudal barons 

are the lowest rank of 

the Scottish: aristoe- 
racy, barones minores, but 
they are an ancient rank, for 
they existed before Scotland 
had dukes, marquesses, vis- 
counts or baronets (bearing in 
mind that in pre-Union (1707) 
Scotland the equivalent to the 
English rank of Baron was a 
Lord of 
Parlia- 
ment, and 
that it is a 
solecism 
to style 
S RUC el 
Lords as 
Barons). 
The anti- 
quarian 
(10th) 
Duke Niall 
of Argyll 
opined that 
Bachuil 
was - ‘the 
oldest peer 
in the 
realm, be- 
ing a Baron

Essentially, however, they 
are a product of the feudal sys- 
tem, and derive authority from 
the Crown. Barons held their 
lands and barony from the 
Crown in chief, and exercised 
jurisdiction through the baron 
court. Until forthcoming 
changes take effect (discussed 
below), these are the essential 
features of a feudal barony, 
involving nothing less than ten- 
ure of lands from the Crown 


in chief, with as root of title a 
Charter under the Great Seal 
erecting the barony, and 
granted under the royal sign 
manual. There are some rare 
exceptions, deriving from the 
ancient power exercised by the 
earls of the seven ancient earl- 
doms, and by the Lords of the 
Isles, to erect baronies (a 
power which they still have 
and which was exercised into

the 1990s). In those cases they 
are held of the successors to 
the ancient earls. Examples are 
Colly (held of the Earl of Erroll, 
1450), Torboll (held of the Earl 
of Sutherland, 1363), 
Newdosk (held of the Earl of 
Crawford, 1407) and Bachuil, 
previously referred to, a “Bar- 
ony of Argyll and the Isles’, 
deriving from the Lords of the 
Isles and now held by charter 
from the Dukes of Argyll, their 
successors in that capacity. 
Many ‘Earls’ Baronies’ have 
been superseded by later char- 
ters from the Crown, but a few 
were transferred by the Crown 
to the superiority of an Earl.

What chiefly distinguishes 
feudal barons from other peers 
is that their baronies are in 
commercio, that 1s, they can 
be bought and sold, the title of 
‘Baron’ passing with the prop- 
erty. Formerly the Crown 
needed to give at least the for- 
mality of consent to change of 
ownership of a barony, and 
before the conveyancing re- 
forms of the mid—19th century 
a Charter under the Great Seal 
in progress was usual. Histori- 
cally, baronies were conveyed 
as significant estates of land, 
with, usually, a caput or prin- 


cipal house where the baron - 


courts could be held, although 
other examples are a named 


field (Cowbin, 1466) a tree ©” 


(Cragis, 1505) or a standing 
stone (Killunquhane, 1506), 
which disprove any contention 
that a barony needs a house as 
its caput. 

The powers of the baron 
courts, which in some cases 
included ‘pit and gallows’ (ex- 
ecution by drowning women 
and hanging men), were 
greatly reduced by the Heri- 
table Jurisdictions Act 1747, 
and baronies lost their eco- 
nomic significance. When es- 
tates were sold or broken up 
and entails were terminated, 
conveyancers all too often 
consigned baronies to history, 
and neglected to convey them 
with the land to which they 
were attached. Thus many 
have fallen through cracks in 
the floorboards of lax convey- 
ancing, making proof of good 
title often tortuous and some- 
times impossible. 

It is only relatively re- 
cently, inspired particularly by 
the late Sir Thomas Innes of 
Leamey, Lord Lyon 1945-, that 
interest in baronies has revived,

In medieval England, clay 
was known as “pygg.” ” People 
would usually put their coins 
in their pygg dishes or jars 
when they came home. These 
were commonly referred to as 

“pygg banks.” 

An English potter, around 
the year 1600, was asked to 
make several of the pygg 
banks. Unfamiliar with the 
term, he made several banks 
shaped like pigs, with a slot in 
the backs for the coins. 

The customer was not dis- 
appointed and, in fact, ordered 
more for friends. The charm- 
ing idea caught on and quickly 
spread through Europe. 

Interestingly, pigs - the 
animals - took their name from 
that same root word. Instead 
of clay made from mud, they 
were the animals who lived in 
mud.

Robert Burns. Some might even say that Burns was 

Scotland’s James Orr. Dr. Philip Robinson made ex- 
actly that point in his inaugural address at the James Orr Sum- 
mer School held in July in Ballycarry, Co. Antrim. 

Although James Orr (1770-1816) is the best known of the 
radical “weaver poets” of Ulster, his work is not well-known in 
North America. This is unfortunate because Orr emigrated to 
the United States in 1798 and one of his best poems is a descrip- 
tion of the voyage to America. Some of his poems first appeared 
in print in American newspapers, but apart from hints in his poem 

The Passengers, we do not know where he lived in his sojourn 
in the United States. Perhaps you can solve this mystery. 

Orr was born in Ballycarry, a village on the shore of Larne 
Lough in the eastern part of County Antrim, and spent most of 
his life there. Like Robert Burns, he wrote much of his poetry in 
the Scots spoken in his native district. In Orr’s case this is UI- 
ster Scots or Ullans. He followed the trade of a handloom weaver, 
both in Ulster and in America. His poetry made clear that he 
was a Presbyterian and a Freemason and would have found a 
church and a lodge in whatever place he lived. Some 
Presbyterianchurch or Masonic lodge in Pennsylvania or Dela- 

__ware may preserve a record of a James Orr who found fellow- 

ship there far from his native land. 

_ __ Like Burns, James Orr was a radical in his politics and 
joined the United Irishmen in their effort to assert the Rights of 
Man and make Ireland an independent republic. When the United 

~~trishmen were forced to a premature rising in June 1798, Orr 

_ marched along with the Broadisland Corps from east Antrim to 

« Donegore Hill. The hill rises up beside the main road from Belfast 
to Antrim, a notable landmark, but there is no monument or his- 
torical marker to recall that on June 7, 1798 the insurgent Army 
of Ulster ssembled here. Orr described the scene when his corps 
arrived as like an overturned beehive. :

The red-wud, warpin’, wild uproar, 
as like a bee skap castin’. 

There were at least 7,000 men on the slopes of Donegore, 
and more were coming all that day, hastily assembled, many 
without weapons of any kind, waiting to hear the news from 
Randalstown and Antrim. 

Repentant Painites at their pray’rs, an’ dastards crousely craikin’ 

Move on, heroic, to the wars 
They meant na to partake in, By night or day. 

The rising was over in a few days and men like James Orr 
became fugitives. The safest course was to take ship for America. 
We do not know when he left home or what ship he sailed on, 
but he told us in his poem that he landed at Newcastle, Dela- 
ware. Probably some time had passed since the failure of the 
uprising because Orr’s poem gives no hint of political refugees 
being smuggled to the waiting ship. He had time to say goodbye 
to friends and neighbors in Ballycarry. 

As we were, comrades, at the time 

We movt frae Ballycarry, 

To wan'er thro’ the woody clime Burgoyne gied oure to harrie, 
Wi’ frien’s consent we priet a gill, 
An’ monie a house did call at, 
Shook hans an’ smilt, tho ilk fareweel 
Strak, like a mighty mallet, 
Our hearts, that day. 











The passengers have time for further goodbyes at dockside, 
then they must get settled on board. 
No time to waste in climbing down 
to the small recesses for berths assigned each one. 
Syne speel the side, an’ down the hatch 
To rest, and crack, an’ gaze on The boles o’ births, that monie a 
wratch Maun squeeze in, for a season, By night, an’ day. 
There is little time for rest, and “crack” (jokes and banter) as each 
one has to find space for his or her 
Possessions in the cramped quarters below decks. 
“This is my locker, yon’ers Jock’, 
In that auld creel sea-store is, 
The births beside us are the Lockes, 
My uncles there before us; 
Here, hang my tins and vitriol jug, 
Nae thief's at hand to meddle ‘em.” 
“L—d, man, I’m glad ye’re a’ sae snug: 
But och! tis owre like Bedlam Wi’ a’ this day.” 

A footnote in the 1804 edition of the poem explained that 
the Lockes were fellow passengers who went to America in 1798. 
They were evidently relatives of Orr’s as well. If we knew more 
about theLockes, we might know where James Orr himself settled. 

In good weather, and especially in stormy weather, passen- 
gers stayed below decks in foul-smelling, overcrowded conditions 
that did nothing for their morale. Catholics are saying the rosary,old- 
light Presbyterians are singing psalms. Others regret their deci- 
sion to leave the old country. It would be better to wander the 
roads begging with a bag (poke) and stick than cross the ocean. 

Meanwhile, below, some count their beads, 
While prudes, auld-light sit cantin’; 
Some mak’ their beds; some haud their heads, 
An’ cry wi’ spite, a’ pantin, 

“Ye brought us here, ye luckless cauf! 

' (“Aye did he; whist my darlin’”) 
L—d sen’ me hame! wi’ poke and staff, 
I'd beg my bread thro’ Airlan’, 
My lane, that day.” 

Meals are taken on deck, where there is a cookhouse or 
camhoose. (The more familiar “caboose” where the railroad crew 
eat on a freight train is the same word.) The passengers gener- 
ally wait their turn, but some unruly youngsters try to push ahead 
and are firmly sent back in line. 

Roun’ the camhouse what motley bans 
At breakfast-time came swarmin’! 
Tin, tankards, kettles, pats, an’ pans, 
The braid flat fire was warmin’: 
The guid auld rule, “First come first ser t,” 
Was urgt by men o’ mettle; An’ ay when callens grew mislear t, 
The arm o’ flesh boost settle Th’ affray, that day. 

Orr described many more adventures on the voyage, giv- 
ing several stanzas to the effect of a galeat sea on the passengers 
crammed into steerage. Later their ship was becalmed on the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland. Still later they saw a British 
frigate at a distance. The passengers, although theirs is also a 
British ship, immediately hid their young men for fear they'd be 
pressed into the Royal Navy. When the supposed frigate drew 
near, they discovered it was a merchant vessel with a cargo of 
American flaxseed.

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On July 6, 1864, a prison 
camp known as Elmira (New 
York) opened for business. In 
its one year of existence during 
America’s Civil War (369 days), 
records confirm that 12,123 
Southern prisoners-of-war 
were guests of the infamous 
Barracks No. 3. It closed 12 
months later on July 11, 1865. 
Unfortunately 3,000 of the 
POWs never made it out alive. 
This high death rate, almost 
25%, was the largest in any 
prison camp in the North and 
rivaled the death rate of the in- 
famous Confederate POW 
camp in Andersonville, Georgia. 

I find it ironic that the au- 
thor uses a quotation from 
Willie Shakespeare’s Julius 
Caesar that | learned in Mrs. 
Grimes’ I1th grade Lit class 
which really says it all: “The 
evil that men do lives after 
them, The good is oft interred 
with their bones”.

An event at the SDFA tent 
at Grandfather Mountain High- 
land Games sparked the intent 
to write this issue’s article on 
the District of Nithsdale. Vice- 
President, Jeff McDaris, was 
assisting at one point with the 
people looking up names in the 
clan sept lists and in the Zar- 
tan for Me book by Philip 
Smith when a couple stepped 
up and said that they were told 
they were associated with the 
Nithsdale District. So he took 
_ them off to the side to talk to 
them about Nithsdale, so that 
I could help the next people in 
line (we had several people 
lined up looking for assistance 
at that point). The next couple 
also had ties to the Nithsdale 
District so [had them sit with 
Jeff and the other couple while 
I went on to the next people in 
line. To make a long story short 
these couples were associated 
with Nithsdale through the 
same name (Mullikin). Both 
men (one from South Carolina 
and one from Maryland) knew 
their genealogy and in their dis- 
cussions with Jeff discovered 
that their ancestors were two 
brothers who lived in Maryland 
together and had actually come 
from the Nithsdale area to the 
US. : 

Philip Mullikin wrote the 
following in an email after the 
Games. “Here is what I know 
about Mullikins. (all of it was 
researched by someone else). 
James Mulikin came from 
Blackmyre estate in Nithdale 
first. Patrick came several 
years later. Some research 
shows them to be brothers. In 
other research they are distant 


relatives. I think that they were — 


brothers, and that there were 
two Patrick Mullikin’s. If not 
then he made at least two 
maybe three Atlantic crossings, 





which would be unlikely. Any- 
way, for those not familiar with 
MD the state is divided in half 
by the Chesapeake Bay. The 
half east of the bay is called 
the Eastern shore the other the 
Western shore Patrick settled 
on the Eastern shore, and 


James on the Western shore. I- 


am the 10th generation of 
Patrick Mullikin. Lee Powers, 
the man I met at the booth, is 
the 11th generation of James. 
Nithsdale in southwestern 
Scotland, meaning “valley of 
the new river” was occupied 
by the Maxwells. The 10" Lord 
Maxwell became the Earl of 
Nithsdale when he surrendered 
the title of Morton, which had 
been given to them after the 
execution of the regent, 


_ Morton. There were apparently 


only 8 Earls of Nithsdale (they 
held the title less than a cen- 
tury - from 1620 to 1716), all 
Catholic, and whose support 
vacillated from the English to 
the Jacobites. The story of the 
rescue of the fifth Earl of 
Nithsdale, William, by his wife 
from the Tower of London the 
day before his execution is 
very well known. He had been 
jailed and sentenced to death 
for his part in the Jacobite re- 
bellion. The Countess con- 
fused the guards with a ‘flurry’ 
of women attending her in to 
see her husband and departing 
with her. The guards paid no 
mind, apparently, to her final 
departure with the Earl dis- 
guised as a woman. They did 
not realize that one more 
woman came out of the room 
than had gone in. 

The Earls of Nithsdale in- 
termarried twice into the House 
of Traquair. Charles married 
Lady Mary Maxwell, who was 
the daughter of the 4" Earl of 


Nithsdale. A generation later, _

Catherine Stuart, daughter of 
the 6" Earl of Nithsdale, mar- 


ried the Earl of Traquair. 
The geography of 
Nithsdale is varied, with sandy

which is a 50 mile long tidal 
river, empties into the Solway 
Firth to forests and hills in its 
northern area. 

Dumfries is situated on the 
Nith. It is very near here that 
Robert the Bruce killed the Red 
Comyn, removing a rival for 
the position of King of Scot- 


land. The fact that he killed the © 


Red Comyn 1s not as much dis- 
liked as the fact that he did it 
on church grounds at the 
Church of the Minorite Friars 
where the Red Comyn should 
have been safe on ‘holy 
ground’. Dumfries was also 
the final home of Robert burns. 
He built Etlisland Farm near 
there. This farm exists today 
with a museum dedicated to 
him. 

Nithsdale is also known 
for the fact that Annie Laurie, 
who was made famous by 
William Douglas song of that 
name, lived there. Additionally 
John Paul Jones was born im 
the village of Kirkbean in the

Both the bride and groom have 
been War Between the States reenactors for many years with 
Company B, 4th Alabama Cavalry. 

__. The picturesque mountain church provided a setting for the 
wedding and was decorated with many treasures from the Hunts- 
ville Library, including many original photographs of Confeder- 
ate president Jefferson Davis, General Lee, Jackson, and Forrest. 

The bride researched and patterned her wedding dress after 
the one worn by Mrs. Robert E. Lee at their wedding in Vir- 
ginia, as well as the wedding cake that was served. 

The bridal attendants and matron ofhonor wore ante-bellum 
gowns and the groomsmen wore period military uniforms of 
the early 1860’s and late 1850's. 

The groom wore a Confederate Marine uniform, while 
brother Glen wore a typical butternut coloured Confederate 
Cavalry officer’s uniform, and elder brother Jim wore a Con- 
federate Infantry officer’s uniform. 

Best man, Sgt. Michael Graham, a Marine Corps veteran, 
wore a U.S. Marine Corps uniform, circa 1855, while his fa- 
ther, Jack Graham, also a Marine veteran, gave the bride away 
in the name of her parents and the 4th Alabama Cavalry, wore 
the same ante-bellum Marine Corps uniform. 

The ante-bellum ceremony featured the Unreconstructed 
Band that provided period music, as well as period reception 
foods that included the Chatam Artillery punch, a very potent 
concoction made by the Chatam Artillery of Savannah, Geor- 
gia. Originally a non-alcoholic recipe with orange juice and 
strong brewed tea, it was spiked liberally by the groomsmen as 
it was spiked in 1860 by the men of the original Chatam Artil- 
lery. 

A brief moment of drama punctuated the beautiful tradi- 
tional ceremony when time came for anyone te show reason 
why this couple should not be united in Holy Matrimony. All 
five groomsmen and the best man half drew their swords and 
glared at the assembled guests. No objections were heard and 
the swords were returned without further incident. 

A period ball featuring ante-bellum dances concluded the 
wedding. The bride and groom left the church under an arch of 
twenty swords of the men of the 4th Alabama Cavalry. 

The couple will make their home in Pensacola, Florida.

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dates of departure or death. It 
is on microfilm, and a copy 
may be purchased. The prob- 
lem is that some parts of the 
microfilm are faded and the 
spelling of names is not always 
correct. Also, the Chemung 
County Historical Society (415 
E. Water St., Elmira, N.Y. 
14901; Tel: 607-734-4167) has 
a record of those who died in 
the camp. There is an outside 
chance that something is avail- 
able at the U.S. Army Military 
History Institute at Carlisle Bar- 
racks, Carlisle, Pennsylvania. 

Q: Much has been 
talked about in the South as 
to how the POWs got home 
from Elmira at the end of 
the Civil War. We’ve been 
told for years that they 
walked home after signing 
a pledge of allegiance to the 
United States. However, your 
book corrects this old tale 






with proof that they were put 
on trains and sent as far 
south as possible. What, in 
your research, did you learn 
about this subject? Are lists 
of those POWs available? 

A: Records of how pris- 

oners departed from Elmira 
can be found in Record Group 
110, National Archives. If you 
go there, ask for Michael 
Musick or someone in his de- 
partment. Time of departure of 
individual POWs is indicated on 
microfilm. As I said in the 
book, they departed, after tak- 
ing an oath of allegiance, in- 
crementally in groups of about 
500. 

Q: You have written a 
most unusual book on Elmira’s 
Barracks No. 3 that acknowl- 
edges there was deliberate re- 
taliation on the part of Edwin 
Stanton, Secretary of War fer 
the North and those under his

command. Would you please 
explain the phrase, “Carap 
Retaliation?” 

A: “Camp Retaliation” was 
Secretary Stanton’s policy of 
deliberately depriving Elmira‘s 
POWs of rations, delaying ad- 
ditional winter clothing and 
blankets, and failing to imme- 
diately initiate a project to cor- 
rect the unsanitary condition of 
Foster’s Pond and the construc- 
tion of additional winter bar- 
racks. Stanton, in my opinion, 
was driven by his hatred for the 
Confederacy and a belief that 
Union POWs at Andersonville 
(Georgia) were deliberately be- 
ing starved. 

Q: My grandfather,, Pvt. 
John W. Shaw, along with hun- 
dreds of others, was captured 
at Fort Fisher, NC in January 
1865. What records indicate 
he and his fellow Confederates 
were transported to Elmira? 
If by ship, are there “passen- 
ger lists” indicating on which 
ships they were carried north? 
How did they eventually get to 
Elmia, and to what seaport 
were they sent? 

A: He most likely was 
transported north on a steamer 
to New York City and then 
brought to Elmira on the Erie 
Railroad, which he boarded at 
Jersey City, New Jersey. A pas- 
senger list is most likely avail- 
able at the National Archives, 
but I don’t have the Record 
Group file number. 


Q: Your book goes 
into detail about conditions 
and circumstances at 
Elmira. What are the differ- 
ences between the atrocities 
at Elmira and those in 
Andersonville relative to 
prison conditions, availabil- 
ity of food, medical supplies, 
etc.? 

A: The differences are 
“day and night.” Elmira was an 
agricultural center with no 
food shortages. Fruits, veg- 
etables, livestock, dairy prod- 
ucts, and grains played a vital 
part in the community’s 
economy. The town was a cen- 
ter of lumber production and 
coal was mined in nearby 
Pennsylvania. Add to this that 
it was a railroad transportation 
hub untouched by the shot and 
Sheil of war. Clearly, 
Andersonville lacked all these 
things. The war was fought in 
the South and the result was

Will W. Rogers <wrogers2@bellsouth.net> 


jnce you discovered 

that your grand 

mother is not a 
“Cherokee princess,” you won- 
der who she was and her role 
in the Nation. You discover, in 
your research, that she is a 
member of a clan and that clans 
were family groups. Member- 
ship in any clan was through the 
woman. The family groups in- 
cluded extended family mem- 
bers. Clan membership was 
important for the health and 
wellbeing of the tribe. It was 
important then and remains so 
today. Being a member meant 
you were part of an extended 
family. If you were not a mem- 
ber of the clan, you did not ex- 
ist. It was against the law to 


_ marry within one’s clan and, to 


- 





do so, was considered incest 
and was severely punished. 
While doing research on your 
family, you should know or 
have an idea of which clan your 
ancestor was associated with. 
This sometimes is difficult be- 
cause this information may 
have been lost or forgotten. 
Prior to 1835, there were nu- 
merous clans. After 1835 and 
today the clan number has 
shrunk to seven clans. The 
clans in existence today are: 
Bird Clan, Deer Clan, Wolf 
Clan, Paint Clan, Hair Clan, 
Potato Clan and Blue Clan. 
Before the system was 
changed in 1835 to the patri- 
lineal system, the Cherokee 
Nation was a matrilineal soci- 
ety. All lineage and inheritance 
was through the woman. Un- 
der this soc ty, the woman 
owned everything—all proper- 
ties, including the dwelling, or- 
chards, fields and livestock, and 
the children. The man owned 
only what was “on his back,” 
his weapons, all his personal 
clothing, and his footwear. His 
responsibilities were limited to 















providing meat and fish. When 
he failed to 
provide for the 
family the way 
he should, the 
woman had the 
right to divorce 
him by placing 
all his belong- 
ings outside the 
dwelling. 
Once she did 
that, they were “yv 
no longer mar- 
ried. The chil- 
dren of the 
marriage, as 
mentioned ear- 
lier, belonged 
to the woman 
and her family. 
The logic for 
this is—since 
she carried 

them full term; they were part 


of her body. As such, it was | 


the responsibility of her family 
to mentor and train the children 
for their roles in the clan and 
Nation. Although the system 
was changed in 1835, women 
still play an important role in 
the Cherokee Nation. 

This is just a brief tidbit of 
information of women in the 
social structure of the Chero- 
kee Nation. This is a sample 
of what you can discover on the 
Cherokee Nation’s web page 
www.cherokee.org. This web 
page includes information 
about clans, women, roils, cen- 
suses and rosters; as well as, the 
history of the Nation.

junctions were destroyed by 
the Union armies. Add to this 
the Union’s control of the Mis- 
sissippi River after the fall of 
Vicksburg, the naval blockade 
of all Southern seaports, and 
Sherman’s march to the sea. 
All this resulted in Andersonville 
being deprived of the essentials 
that sustained life. An added 
dimension that exacerbated 
conditions at Andersonville 
was the strange frame of mind 
of Capt. Henry Wirz. 

Q: Ulysses Grant along 
with others decided that 
Southern prisoners would no 
longer be exchanged for 
Northern POWs. He wrote, 
“If we hold those caught 


they amount to no more. 


than dead men.” You state 
in the book that “the fate of 
all Southern prisoners would 
be sealed in mid-August” 
due to this decision. Please 
elaborate. 

A: There is a certain chill- 
ing logic to Grant’s thinking. 
In his letter to Gen. Benjamin 
Butler in August 1864, he ra- 
tionalized (correctly) that the 
incarceration of Confederate 
soldiers would cut into the 
South’s manpower. To me, 
there was a dual meaning to 
Grant’s words. First, men in a

prison setting were as useless 
to the South as dead soldiers 
on the field of battle; i.e., they 
could not fight again. Second, 
many of the men incarcerated 
in Elmira became what I re- 
ferred to in the book as “walk- 
ing corpses.” This is why I 
used Grant’s words for the title 
of the chapter. 

Q: What was Foster’s 
Pond? 

A: Foster’s Pond was a 
backwater that ran the length 
of the prison camp. At that 
point the Chemung River 
flowed from west to east and 
the channel from the river to 
the pond was at the east end 
of the pond. It became a mias- 
mic dumping ground for hos- 
pital waste, mess house waste, 
and human waste. Because of 
a water table, it proved to be a 
source of death and illness for 
the prisoners. This is because 
there were nine wells drilled 
inside the camp, and the deep- 
est well was just 22 feet and 
the shallowest one being fif- 
teen feet. The drinking water 
poisoned hundreds of prison- 
ers. It was suggested just af- 
ter the camp opened that a 
channel be constructed from 
the river to the west end of the 
pond. Delays resulted in this

project being put off until late 
October. The channel was 
completed on January 1, 1865. 

Q: What was “Special 
Orders No. 336” and the sub- 
sequent consequences? 

A: “Special Orders No. 
336” was issued on October 
3, 1864, by Col. Benjamin F. 
Tracy, the Elmira post com- 
mander. It stated that all beef 
was to be rejected if it did not 
meet certain “standards.” 
Some 1,200 to 2,000 pounds 
of beef were rejected on a 
daily basis. The rejected beef 
was sold to local butchers who 
in turn sold it for consumption 
to the citizens of Elmira. The 
order remained in place for the 
duration of the camp’s exist- 
ence and, in my opinion, con- 
tributed to a state of malnutri- 
tion that plagued the camp. - 

Q: Who. was Major 
Sanger and what did he 
mean when he wrote, “I now 
have charge of 10,000 Rebels 
avery worthy occupation for 
a patriot, particularly 
adapted to elevate himself in 
his own estimation, but I think 
I have done my duty having 
relieved 386 of them of all 
earthly sorrow in one month.”

from the time of his arrival in 
early August 1864 to Decem- 
ber 22, 1864. A gifted physi- 
cian, he was a controversial’ 
and enigmatic figure. He was 
a man of blunt talk and direct 
action. Sanger clashed with 
Tracy from the beginning of 
their relationship, and I never 
was able to discover the origin 
of their feud. It is clear to me 
that Sanger never quite grasped 
the fact that a strange pastiche 
of the military is that you have 
to. cooperate with people you 
intensely dislike. I concluded 
that his letter admitting being 
responsible for 386 deaths was 
something he wrote while ex- 
periencing severe stress.-I:say 
this because it was Sanger 
who blew the whistle on the 
horrible conditions of the 
camp’s hospital in particular 
and the prison barracks in gen- 
eral. Why would he do this if 
he truly thought his duty was
